DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure does not commence on a separate sheet in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.52(b)(4). A new abstract of the disclosure is required and 
must be presented on a separate sheet, apart from any other text. 

2. A substitute specification without the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .125(a) because some letters are missing from some words throughout the whole 

specification. The specification of record has missing letters or words (see for example 

pages 37, 41 , 49, 51 , 52, and others). 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claims 42-53, 55, and 56 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Siegel et al (US 5,549,577). 

Siegel discloses all the elements as claimed. With respect to the connector 
comprising a transparent material, the fact that connectors can be made of a 
transparent material is common knowledge and well known in the art of connectors. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 54 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed May 26, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The claims contain all the elements as claimed. More structural language is 
recommended in order to overcome the art of record.
